POSSIBLE FOR DIRICIBLES 


TO ATTACK GREAT BRITAIN 
BUT COULD DO LITTLE HARM 


To Reassure Nervous People in England Who Have Become 
Alarmed at Wild Stories Published Showing Only Eighteen 
of These Crafi Availabie—Couid Fly Over Britain, But 


Would Be Lucky to Get Back Again. 


London, Aug. 24.—(W.,A.P. Special Cable).—In order to re- 
assure nervous people who have become unduly alarmed at wild 
stories of the number, range and power of the German dirigbles, 
the following statement has been prepared and widely published, 
showing that only 18 of these great air craft are available, while a 
French official announcement says that three of the Zeppelins have 
been already put out of action. 

In the list of German airships which follows, and which is an 
accurate as the many “unknown quantities’ involved permit, all the 
“rigids’”’ are Zeppelins except the Naval S.L. 2 (Schutte Lanz) which 
is of the same type, though with a framework of wood instead of 
metal. They carry 1-Pr and Maxim guns not only in the cars, but 
on the top of the envelope. The “‘non-rigids” are of the Parseval 
type and are of little value except for local scouting.
